3* SUkfiCSBBl * 7b* new AH3A1H project Involve# the transfer from Ovaany 
to France of the ABBATH principal agent, ABCAFKLIH. AECAfELIH, now 
under Munich Operations Base control, is a qualified, capable and veil* 
trained CS informant who has been used by KQBA8K In Austria and 
Germany sinoe 1947, and who la desirous of leering Germany for per sona l 
reasons and because of anjt increasingly tight operational situa t ion , 
due to his haring circulated among the sene unwitting informants for 
a long period of time* This transfer and the new project AKBA TH has 
been discussed with, end has received the concurrence of .NOB, which 
feels that AECAPELUC may have a production of eventually 7 greater 
significance if he le .transferred to France. MOB oaee officers 
also felt that he would probably continue to produce information of 
value to Germany while in France, and that his oontrltatlons to Ci 
operations against Soviets in FTanoe would be of long-range interest 
to Germany by giving e perspective to emigre operations against the 
RIB currently being run there*
